Marion  Natural  History  Museum  Presents: 

"The  Times  And  Toys  Of  Early  America'' 

By  Dionne  F.  Richmond 


To  help  get  through  the  "doldrums"  of 
winter,  the  Marion  Natural  History  Museum 
brought  in  a  lecturer  to  bring  the  audience  back  in 
time  to  the  Puritan  years,  when  women  were 
thought  of  as  soulless  and  children  weren't  named 
until  they  were  months,  or  even  years,  old. 

Henry  T.  Callan,  antiques  dealer,  lecturer  and 
former  Taber  Library  Librarian,  captured  the 
audience's  attention  with  stories  of  the  changing 
attitudes  of  adults  toward  children  over  time. 

Researching  the  topic  was  "fascinating"  he 
said,  as  he  delved  into  books  and  photographs  of  old 
toys  and  clothes  over  the  centuries  and  provided 
slides  of  them. 

About  400  years  ago,  children  were  thought 
of  as  "miniature  adults,"  he  explained.  Dressed  in 
walking  shoes,  gloves,  and  tight-fitted  clothing, 
children  wore  basically  the  same  outfits  as  the  adults 
of  their  time.  Some  people  have  even  tried  to  make  a 
game  out  of  trying  to  tell  the  difference  between  girls 
and  boys  in  portraits;  they  all  wore  dresses.  He  also 
discovered  parents  were  very  strict  with  their 
children. 

"There  was  a  concern  in  the  view  of  saving 
them,"  explained  Mr.  Callan.  One  preacher  summed 
up  parents'  view  of  disciplining  children  when  he 
said,  "May  they  fear  us  in  delight;  May  they  love  us 
with  delight."  Even  the  fact  that  women  were 
pregnant  was  something  never  discussed,  even 
within  the  family.  The  children  just  assumed 
"mother  was  putting  on  a  little  weight,"  explained 
Mr.  Callan.  "It  was  kept  quiet  and  personal,  only  the 
husband  knew." 

As  the  time  approached  to  give  birth,  other 
children  were  "farmed  off  to  relatives'  houses."  A 
pillow  "welcoming  the  little  stranger"  hung  on  the 
knocker  of  the  door,  finally  announcing  a  new  birth 
had  taken  place.  Some  pillows  had  verses  sewn  in 
such  as  "Harbinger  of  Joy,"  "Cherisher  of  Lover," 
"Thou  Art  Welcome,"  and  "To  Heaven  Will  I  Look." 

It  was  a  time  when  disease  and  unsanitary 
conditions  took  the  lives  of  many  family  members. 
"Mothers  were  encouraged  not  to  name  their 
children  until  months,  even  years,  later,"  he  said. 

Even  if  they  were  a  few  years  old,  children 
were  referred  to  as  "Hey,  you,  come  out  to  supper." 
Mothers  remained  distant  and  tried  not  to  get  too 
attached.  By  leaving  them  nameless  they  were 


spared  thinking,  "Wasn't  Mary  a  lovely  child?"  he 
said. 

The  baby  walkers  used  by  the  early 
Americans  were  built  so  the  children  literally  had  no 
where  to  sit.  "They  thought  the  baby  wasn't 
human-it  couldn't  talk,  or  walk,"  he  explained. 
People  feared  if  their  children  sat  on  the  floor  "they 
might  run  around  on  four  paws  like  an  animal." 
"They  were  trained  to  be  upstanding  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Lord,"  Mr.  Callan  said. 

Parents  would  wrap  their  children  up  tightly 
to  a  straight  board;  they  would  also  be  laid  in 
hollowed-out  logs  to  keep  them  from  crawling. 

In  the  1600s  children  wore  corsets  from  the 
time  they  were  6  months  old.  One  portrait  showed 
two  little  boys  in  a  garden  wearing  wigs;  one  was

breached  and  the  other  wore  a  dress.  Back  then,  little 
boys  wore  dresses  until  they  were  toilet  trained;  some 
weren't  trained  until  they  were  5  or  6  years  old.  In  the 
1700s,  children  played  with  animal  teeth,  and  bones  of 
turkeys  to  keep  themselves  amused.  Animals  were 
substitutes  for  toys;  some  squirrels  even  made 
themselves  a  home  inside  the  children's  houses. 

In  1734,  a  law  was  passed  requiring  all  boys 
between  the  ages  of  10-16  to  learn  to  use  a  bow  and 
arrow,  which  they  used  for  hunting  and  protection. 
Many  toys  including  dollhouses,  tea,  and  even  making 
Easter  Eggs,  were  brought  to  American  by  the  Ehatch. 
The  dolls  were  dressed  like  the  little  girls  who  owned 
them  who,  in  turn,  resembled  their  mothers. 

At  the  time  of  the  American  Revolution, 
Americans  were  thinking  about  their  political 
freedoms,  the  children  were  gradually  dressed  in  more 
comfortable  clothing.  "They  finally  realized  that 
children  were  proportioned  differently  from  adults." 
Playing  the  drums  became  a  favorite  activity  for 
children.  In  1773,  toy  soldiers  from  England  were  also 
introduced  to  the  early  Americans.  "It's  interesting  to 
see  how  things  fit  in,"  said  Mr.  Callan. 

Ageless  games,  such  as  leap-frog,  were  also 
played.  "If  you  had  kids,  you  could  play." 
In  the  1820s,  children  were  thought  of  as  "an  extension

from  nature."  It  was  also  the  first  time  women 
actually  had  a  little  leisure  time  to  themselves;  the 
first  women's  magazines  evolved.  "Everything  has 
a  time  and  a  place,"  he  added.  Still,  the  boys  looked 
like  little  girls,  clad  in  dresses. 

The  first  board  games  children  played  with 
asked  them  questions  about  their  virtues.  If  they 
had  thought  "passion"  they  had  to  revert  back  to 
where  they  started  on  the  game  board.  "Things 
have  really  changed,"  Mr.  Callan  added.  The  first 
cards  were  made  in  Milton,  Massachusetts  in  1885; 
they  had  no  number  on  them  and  the  Queen  had 
only  one  face.  The  cards  were  made  for  the

Mattapoisett  Selectmen's  Meeting 
February  13, 1996

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  February  13  at  7:00  pm 
by  Chairman  Paul  Lambalot.  Also  present  were  Selectman  John 
DeCosta,  Selectman  Daniel  Mahoney,  and  Executive  Secretary 
Carol  Adams. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  January  17, 
February  6,  and  February  10  meetings  of  the  board,  the 
Selectmen  met  with  Natural  Resource  Officer  Brian  Nunes  to 
discuss  the  town's  commercial  fishing  and  shellfish  licenses.  Mr. 
Nunes  said  he  had  been  asked  by  several  residents  if  the  town 
could  limit  the  commercial  fishing  permits  to  only  those  who 
reside  in  Mattapoisett.  Currently,  Rochester  and  Marion  residents 
are  allowed  permits  in  addition  to  those  in  Mattapoisett. 

Selectman  Mahoney  added  he  has  heard  that  people  are 
concerned  about  the  town's  contributing  to  the  propagation  of 
area  shellfish  beds,  while  the  other  two  towns  have  not  helped  to 
fund  the  seeding.  "I  don't  know  if  they've  been  asked,"  he  said, 
"but  maybe  we  could  seek  their  help."

Mr.  Nunes  said  Mattapoisett  recently  appropriated 
some  $12,000  to  replenish  area  shellfish  beds  —  and  many 
commercial  fishermen  from  the  other  towns  have  reaped  the 
product  of  this  propagation. 

"As  the  Shellfish  Warden,  I  just  wanted  to  bring  this  to 
your  attention,"  Mr.  Nunes  said,  "Maybe  we  can  approach 
Rochester  and  Marion  about  contributing  to  the  shellfish  seeding 
...  I  think  we  should  contact  them  and  see  what  they  think." 

The  board  agreed  to  discuss  this  further  with  both 
Rochester  and  Marion  officials  and  said  they  would  contact  Mr.

town's  upcoming  Special  Town  Meeting  as  April  1, 1996,  and 
setting  the  dates  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  as  May  28, 29  and 
30, 1996.  The  board  also  signed  and  approved  correspondence  to 
Senator  Marc  Pacheco  and  Representative  William  Straus  urging 
them  to  oppose  Governor  Weld's  proposal  to  abolish  county 
government  in  the  state. 

At  7:15  pm  the  board  made  a  formal  presentation  to 
Virginia  G.  Morgan  and  Ronald  E.  Scott  for  their  past  service  to 
the  town.  Both  were  given  Certificates  of  Appreciation  from  the 
board  —  Ms.  Morgan  for  her  10  years  of  service  as  a  member  of 
the  Council  on  Aging,  and  Mr.  Scott  for  15  years  of  service  to  the 
Conservation  Commission.  The  board  thanked  them  for  their 
contributions,  and  wished  them  well  in  their  new  endeavors. 

The  board  submitted  a  response  to  Gerry  Charest  of 
Tibbetts  Engineering  regarding  the  board's  recent  vote  to  direct 
Tibbetts  to  "file  the  current  25  percent  submission  plan  of  North 
Street  together  with  a  request  for  a  waiver  under  the  interim 
design  standards  submitted  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway 
Department ...  and  to  direct  Tibbetts  to  hold  off  on  any  further 
drainage  work  until  further  instructions  are  received  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen." 

Under  incoming  correspondence,  the  board  received  a 
letter  from  Stephen  C.  Rand,  President  of  the  Brandt  Point 
Corporation,  asking  the  board  to  consider  allowing  him  to 
develop  a  Master  Plan  for  the  town  with  Frank  Mahady  of  FXM 
Associates  "to  create  a  scope  of  work  outline  to  be  submitted  to 
the  board  for  review  on  the  20th  of  this  month."

Selectman  Mahoney  noted 
he  had  previously  served  with  Mr.  Apperson  on  the  Board  of 
Appeals,  and  he  felt  he  would  be  an  ideal  candidate  for  the 
ConCom.  Selectman  DeCosta  wanted  to  know  if  they  had 
received  any  other  letters,  and  Ms.  Adams  noted  she  would  like 
to  advertise  the  opening  for  one  more  week  to  ensure  that 
everyone  had  an  opportunity  to  serve.  Interested  residents 
should  contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen's  office  at  7584100. 

The  board  also  received  a  letter  from  School 
Superintendent  Joan  Walsh  advising  them  that  the  ORR  District 
School  Committee  had  voted  to  authorize  a  debt  in  the  amount 
of  $195,000  to  finance  a  new  outdoor  track  at  ORR  High  School. 
Superintendent  Walsh  also  attached  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
article  for  the  next  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  appropriate  the 
money  for  said  project. 

Selectman  DeCosta  said  he  had  a  problem  with  the 
wording  of  the  article  since  it  didn't  stipulate  the  appropriation 
was  contingent  upon  the  approval  of  all  three  towns  in  the 
district.  Each  of  the  three  towns  is  asked  to  contribute  to  a 
portion  of  the  project  as  follows:  Marion  -  $54,210  (27.8  percent); 
Mattapoisett  -  $71,253  (36.5  percent);  and  Rochester  -  569,537 
(35.6  percent). 

Selectman  Mahoney  agreed.  "You're  right ...  the 
wording  here  is  incorrect,"  he  said.  "The  article  has  to  stipulate 
that  each  member  town  must  approve  the  appropriation  since 
this  is  a  capital  expenditure  item." 

At  7:35  pm  the  board  met  with  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health  to  discuss  the  future  capping  and  closing  of  the  town 
landfill.  BOH  member  Robert  Field  explained  they  have  a 
meeting  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP) 
on  February  22,  and  they  are  planning  to  present  a  completed 
plan  for  the  eventual  closing  and  capping  of  the  landfill. 

"We've  been  issued  an  Administrative  Consent  Order  to 
cap  the  landfill ...  this  is  a  stock  order  which  is  given  to  every 
town,"  he  said.  "We've  set  some  dates  within  our  time  frame  ...

beginning  with  April  30, 1996.  By  June  30, 1998  we  will  cease 
acceptance  of  all  waste  at  the  landfill,  which  will  give  us 
essentially  two  more  fiscal  years  of  operation." 

Mr.  Field  said  they  will  have  to  place  an  article  on  a 
future  Town  Meeting  warrant  to  cover  the  expense  related  to  the 
capping  of  the  landfill  —  an  estimated  $1.5  to  $1.8  million.  After 
that,  the  town  will  be  bound  to  allocate  $10,000  a  year  for  the 
next  30  years  to  monitor  the  site.  Mr.  Field  also  noted  they  will  be 
looking  to  award  a  contract  by  May  30, 1999  to  cap  off  the 
landfill. 

BOH  member  Daniel  Lee  also  added  that  they  are 
looking  to  the  DEP  to  approve  a  maximum  landfill  height  of  150 
feet  instead  of  the  previous  125-foot  limit.  "We're  at  134  feet  right 
now,"  he  said.  "We're  going  to  need  that  extra  space  to  level  off 
the  slopes."  Mr.  Lee  also  said  his  board  is  hoping  to  be  able  to  use 
some  of  the  money  set  aside  for  capping  the  landfill  to  fill  in  a 
portion  of  the  site,  thereby  allowing  them  to  line  the  other  half. 
"If  we  do  that,  we  can  accept  waste  while  we're  lining  the  other 
section,  and  end  up  with  a  completely  lined  and  capped 
landfill,"  he  said.

Jenney  Family  Trust  Land. 

"TPL  had  the  resources  and  the  skills  to  give  us  this 
help,  other  developers  were  already  interested  in  this  property," 
he  explained.  Boatyard  Realty  Trust  Land  also  became  available. 
"It  was  a  decision  to  put  the  two  pieces  of  land  together,  it  made 
more  sense,"  he  explained.  TPL  finally  was  able  to  offer  to  the 
town  the  land  at  "a  cost  the  Board  thought  the  town  could 
afford,"  he  added.  If  the  town  didn't  buy  the  land,  a  developer 
wanted  to  buy  the  land  to  build  50  homes.  "We  feel,  a  better  use 
for  the  land  would  be  for  the  town  to  buy  part  of  the  land  and 
allow  a  24-unit  development  along  the  road,"  said  Chairman 
Winters.  The  developer  will  pay  $400,000  for  land  on  Boatyard 
Realty  Trust  to  build  a  24-unit  "empty-nest"  development. 

Arthur  Badger  Blackett,  senior  project  manager  for  TPL 
also  addressed  the  voters  with  a  proposal.  "You  shouldn't  vote 
for  open  space  if  you're  not  willing  to  vote  for  a  zone  change,"  he 
said.  If  the  rezoning  doesn't  pass,  the  developer  of  the  Boatyard 
Realty  Trust  would  probably  back  down,  he  said.  The 
advantages  of  the  town  if  they  purchased  the  16  acres  of  open 
space,  including  1,400  feet  of  shore  frontage  on  Hammett's's 
Cove  were  also  discussed.

The  parcel  is  further  described  as  the  westerly  portions 
of  lots  30, 33, 40  and  40A  and  all  of  lots  38, 40B,  40C,  40D,  40E, 
40F,  40G,  40H,  40J,  40K,  40L,  40M  and  40N  on  Marion  Assessors' 
plan  8.  200  residents  voted  for  this  article  and  12  voted  against. 
Voters  must  still  go  to  the  ballots  on  Friday  for  a  proposition  21/ 
2  bond  issue  in  order  to  purchase  the  16  acres  of  property. 

•ARTICLE  2-To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
vote  taken  under  Article  7  of  the  195  Annual  Town  Meeting 
which  authorized  the  Town  to  raise  by  borrowing  and  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $450,000  to  be  used  by  the  Selectmen  to 
repair  and  renovate  the  Music  Hall  by  deleting  the  requirement 
for  the  prior  sale  of  Tabor  Academy;  or  take  any  action  thereon. 
This  article  passed  unanimously. 

•ARTICLE  3-To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
vote  taken  under  Article  9  at  the  1995  Annual  Town  Meeting  by 
establishing  the  minimum  sale  price  for  Taber  Hall  at  $175,000; 
or  take  any  other  action  thereon.  This  article  passed 
unanimously.

Cage,  Shue  Outshine  Their 

Surroundings  in  Vegas

It's  rare  to  find  both  an  actor  who's  perfectly 
suited  for  a  role  and  a  role  that  seems  to  have  been 
written  for  him  —  but  when  these  obscure  planets 
align,  it  is  a  sheer  joy  to  watch.  Such  is  the  case  with 
Nicholas  Cage  and  his  Oscar-nominated 
performance  in  Leaving  Las  Vegas. 

Despite  being  a  film  about  a  relatively 
depressing  subject  —  in  this  case,  the  deliberate 
suicide  of  a  lonely  man  via  the  comfort  of  a  24-hour- 
a-day  alcoholic  stupor  —  it  elevates  itself  to  a  pure, 
cinematic  portrait  of  desperate  love.  Cage  plays  Ben,

level  well  beyond  the  legal  limit.  What  begins  as  a 
simple  business  exchange  blooms  into  a  symbiotic 
relationship  of  dependency.  Shue  needs  someone  to 
watch  over  and  fulfill  her  needs,  her  desires  having 
been  reduced  to  mere  animal  acts.  Cage  needs  Shue 
to  help  him  get  up  after  he  passes  out ...  and  to  buy 
more  alcohol. 

Early  on,  when  Shue  asks  Cage  to  move  into 
her  apartment,  he  makes  his  point  clear.  "You  can 
never,  ever  ask  me  to  stop  drinking,"  he  insists.  Shue 
considers  this,  and  agrees,  knowing  this  will  be  the 
only  way  their  relationship  can  exist.  She's  not 
totally  comfortable  with  the  arrangement,  but  she 
needs  him  to  fill  the  void.  Just  as  Cage  uses  the 
bottle  as  a  crutch,  Shue  uses  Cage  in  the  same  way. 

Cage  shines  in  his  role,  walking  the  fine  line 
between  tragic  comedy  and  silly  drunk.  Though  he 
is  effectively  intoxicated  from  the  opening  frame  of 
the  film,  he  resists  the  easy  temptation  to  turn  in  a 
slapstick-inspired  performance.  Yet,  his  portrayal  is 
unintentionally  funny,  as  Ben  slowly  realizes  —  and 
learns  to  accept  —  his  fate  as  an  alcoholic. 

Both  Cage  and  Shue  have  deservedly  been 
nominated  for  Academy  Awards  for  their 
performances.  Their  characterizations  are  the 
essence  of  the  film,  and  they  portray  them  as 
desperate,  clinging  individuals.  Although  they  may 
seem  helpless  victims  of  fate,  they  both  also  display 
a  certain  fortitude  and  plan  of  action  that  allows  the 
audience  to  understand  their  attraction  to  one 
another. 

Director  Mike  Figgis  has  fashioned  a 
powerful  film  which  effectively  utilizes  the  decadent

CAT  VACCINATIONS 
/  have  a  6  year  old  cat  that  lives  indoors  and  I  am  thinking 
abut  getting  him  a  companion.  Will  they  get  along? 
Cats  are  like  people  in  that  some  get  along  and  others 
fight  like  cats  and  dogs,  as  it  were.  It  will  depend  on 
your  cat's  personality.  If  he  flicks  his  tail  back  and 
forth  when  another  cat  walks  by  your  window  or  if  he 
urinates  outside  the  litter  box  when  he  sees  another 
cat,  then  bringing  another  cat  into  his  territory  would 
probably  be  a  mistake. 

If  I  decide  to  get  a  kitten  what  shots  will  she  need? 
Before  we  get  into  vaccinations,  it  is  a  very  good  idea 
to  test  your  new  cat  for  Feline  Leukemia  Virus  (FeL  V) 
and  Feline  Immunodeficiency  Virus  (FIV  or  Feline 
AIDS)  before  introducing  the  new  kitten  to  your  cat. 
Rabies  vaccinations  are  critical,  even  for  indoor  cats, 
in  case  they  escape  or  bite  someone.  Distemper  shots 
are  given  each  year  and  you  should  speak  to  your  vet- 
erinarian about  vaccinations  for  FEL  V  and  Feline  In- 
fectious Peritonitis.

Philosophy  Of  Religion  Class 

"Religion  calls  the  soul  to  the  highest 
adventure  it  can  undertake... to  confront  reality,  to 
master  the  self."  This  quotation  was  one  of  several 
that  launched  a  community  education  course 
entitled  "The  World's  Wisdom  Traditions,"  which 
began  meeting  in  Marion  at  the  Sippican 
Corporation  conference  room  on  Monday,  February 
5.  The  course  will  continue  for  11  more  sessions 
through  mid-May  and  will  end  with  an  optional  and 
traditional  "vision  quest"  in  New  Hampshire's 
White  Mountains. 

The  seminar  explores  spiritual  insights 
common  to  the  world's  religions  and  relevant  to 
everyday  living.  The  30-odd  participants  began  by 
examining  the  religious  questions  raised  by  the  fact 
of  death.  Mark  Twain  was  remembered:  "We  never 
become  really  and  genuinely  our  entire  and  honest 
selves  until  we  are  dead-and  not  then  until  we  have 
been  dead  years  and  years.  People  ought  to  start 
dead  and  they  then  would  be  honest  so  much 
earlier." 

As  to  the  first  importance  of  both  religion 
and  honesty,  the  Yale  philosopher,  A.N.  Whitehead, 
was  quoted,  "Religion  is  force  of  belief  cleansing  the 
inward  parts.
